James Van Cleave, presi- 
dent of the X.i--?•».a* issociation of 
Mannfactni-rs. has is-sued an 
to a rec'-nt iepl> of \Viliiam ' 
to an article published a tew wee us 
ago under Mr. Van Cleave's signa- 
ture, which pointed out certain rea- 
sons why, accoiding to the writer's 
views, th" busitn-s-s men of the couu- 
liy should vote against Mr. Bryan. 


Mr. Van Cleave, in his latest arti- 


cle. s;.y- that th^ injunction, taritf 
t.nd banking planks of the Deir -r 
piattoim a.-bail the Interests of every 
rii^ii in the country \\lio is engaged 
In 
any sort of trade or 
business. 


"Th'' talsi'y of* the insinuation in 
the Denver platform that labor unions 
are outlawed." Mr. Van Cleave says, 
"is shown by the fact that their mem- 
bers continue in their iegu!ar em- 
ployments <>n every working day in 
the year in '-very town in the United 
States. Every member of the Lincoln 
Typographical union, at whose ban-
